Aii tht; only national organization chartered by Congress to encourage public 
participation in -he preservation oi sites, buildings and objects significant 
in American history and culture, the- national Trust for Historic Preservation 
wishes to express its strong support for H.R. 13557, the Americaii Tfoutn 
Hostel Act pf 197B, presently under consideration by the Subcommittee on 
National Park-s and Insular Affairs of the House Committee on Interior and 
Insular Affairs. 

We are particularly pleased that Section 'J (5) of the bill includes planning 
£or the operation of youth hostels as adaptive uses of structures listed or 
eligible for listing in the National Register of Historic Places. Many 
historic j»tructurcs are well suit&d for adaptation to hostel uje, and a planned, 
positive effort to provide for s'Jch use, supported by financial assistance, would 
contribute significantly to the preservation of America's architecturally, 
historically and culturally significant buildings, both by averting detnolition 
and by providing needed financial assistance for rehabilitation- Further, loca- 
tion of hostels in historic structures enhances the hosteling experience through 
the benefits of firsthand contact with stractures significant in America's past. 

Some hostels are already located in historic structures, the National Trust 
recently awarded a $1,500 Consultant Service Grant to assist American Vouth 
Hostels in retaining a consultant to advise on the feasibility of rehabilitating 
the Star of the Sea hostel, built in 1874 as a lifesaving station and included 
in the National Register as part of the Nantucket (Mass.) Historic District. 
A program such as that proposed by H-R. 13557 would assist greatly by providing 
needed funds to carry out the consultant's recommendations. At the same time 
it would encourage other mutually beneficial unions of historic preservation 
and hosteling objectives.

As Director of the Pennsylvants State Park System. I reconinend 
support for the H.R. 1355?, the Aniertcan Youth Hostel Act of 1978. 

A great deal has been said about the great advantages of a 
youth hostel systern in the United Stdtei. For eKample, youth hostels 
provide valuable opportunities for the young people of our CQuntry to 
travel and to benefit from recreational and iducational programs available 
in our National and State Parks. 

The benefits to be dei^ived by providing inexpensive overnight 
acconmodatfons for hikers. MmiUU canoeists are enomous. State 
Parks are approprlata area^ to locate hostels because of the cafnnon 
objectives of both mgnm. For example, the Pennsylvania State Parks 
System lists its missig^i md goals as: ■^..To supervise, maintain, 
Improve,.,. and preserve all par?^s...for the purpose of profTOtlng healthful 
outdoor recreation and education, end mmv^ wliabie for ^uv:h use 
natural areas of unusual scenic beauty,... or other unique and interesting 
features. To see that conveniences and facilities for the transportation, 
Shelter, comfort and educatioh of people shall be designed and constructed 
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as to ritain, as far as may be* the naturalistic appearance of Stite Park 
afeas, surroundings and approaches* and conceal the hand of man..." 

Thes^ lofty goals could very will serve the sarna pufpose for - 
the yoyth hoitel organization. 

Other programs of the Federal Government are aiding in the 
preservation of thousands of historical structures throughout the 
country. This ii an appropriate thing to do, however, many State and 
local gOvernTOnts and private Organizations do not h^v^ the financial 
wherewithal to maintain these buildings* 

There are programs, such as, the National Historic 
Landrnarki and the National Register of Historic Places, wUh goals 
to preserve more and more historic structures, 

H,R. 13557 would be a great benefit In finding an appropriate 
use for some of these buildings. Although the Fedefil Government has 
authorized funds to restore historic buildings through the Historic 
Preservation Fund, this fund is woefully-Inadequate when cgmpared 
to the thousands of structures that are on the Register* 

In addition to historic structuris* there are many other 
buildings which are not of vintage value and which could Serve very 
well as youth hostels. 

We m Pennsylvania are convinced that the youth hostel 
program is a sound one. We have repaired five structures with State 
Park funds and havp leased them to American Youth Hostels » Inc.* at no 
QQ%t. These buildings are all in the Philadelphia nietrQpQl itan area^. 
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We believe that w© could make addftlonal itructures available 
for youth hostels if we had funds to return the buildings to usable 
zondUJon or to alter thern for youth hostel purpases. 

The funding requast is a inodest one and I firmly believe that 
it would be well spent. The possibility of expanding the present youth 
hostel program intQ a nationwide system 1s easily within reach. The 
passage of H,R. 13157 would enhance the program ifrfTieasurably and would 
show the State* local goyernniints and private organizations that the 
Federal Government supports the concept in theory and In practice.
